The Director noted that he, General Carroll, and 
Tom Hughes had agreed to work out a formula to ensure that finished 
intelligence reports produced by intelligence agencies clearly indi- 
cate whether or not coordination was involved, and abbreviations 
designating producing components are to be eliminated and spelled 
out.
